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John  Greenleaf  Whittier,  famous  poet,  stands  in  the  doorway  of  the 
little  red  house  at  the  Sturtevant  farm.  The  property  was  later  known  as 
Camp  Cardinal  Newman.  The  house  remains  there  today.

The  March  7th  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2.00  P.M.  by  the 
moderator  L.  Keith  Matheson  who  announced  that  the  voting  would  be 
restricted  to  Article  1  relating  to  choosing  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

At  7:00  P.M.  a  motion  was  made  by  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded  by 
W.  Irving  Brown  that  action  under  Article  1  be  suspended  and  the  meeting 
be  recessed  until  7:30  P.M.  at  which  time  the  meeting  would  be  recon- 
vened in  the  equipment  room  of  the  fire  station  when  Articles  2  through  23 
would  be  acted  upon  before  completing  Article  1. 

At  7:30  P.M.  the  meeting  was  reconvened  and  the  following  articles 
acted  on. 

ARTICLE  2  —  On  motion  of  Louis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Lyndol 
Pocock  it  was  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $40,817.20  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  3  —  On  motion  of  John  Bankosh  and  seconded  by  David 
Royea,  the  town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $23,700.00  for 
the  maintenance  of  town  highways,  bridges  and  sidewalks. 

ARTICLE  4  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Louis  Hanson  and  seconded  by 
Qifford  Le  Roy  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,200.00  for  main- 
tenance of  the  Center  Harbor  Fire  Department,  and  to  authorize  the 
Centre  Harbor  Volunteer  Fireman's  Association  to  expend  this  sum  for  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Centre  Harbor  Fire  Department.  It  was 
so  voted. 

ARTICLE  5  —  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Bankosh  and  seconded 
by  W.  Irving  Brown  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for 
Welfare  and  Town  Poor. 

ARTICLE  6  —  On  Motion  of  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded  by  Marty 
Le  Roy  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,400.00  for 
Parks,  Playgrounds,  Band  Concerts  including  hiring  a  Life  Guard  at  the 
town  beach,  also  care  and  maintenance  of  the  wharf  and  beach  area. 
Fountain  and  Holiday  Celebrations. 

ARTICLE  7  —  A  motion  was  made  by  W.  Irving  Brown  and  seconded 
by  Mary  Macgregor  to  accept  State  Assistance  for  Class  V  Roads.  The 
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Town  to  raise  the  sum  of  $305.81  and  the  State  to  contribute  the  sum  of 
$2,038.77.  It  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  8  —  On  motion  of  John  Bankosh  and  seconded  by  Lyndol 
Pocock,  the  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  for 
support  of  child  and  family  services  of  New  Hampshire. 

ARTICLE  9  —  On  motion  of  Louis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Donard 
Carr  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $133.22  for  the  support  of  the 
Lakes  Region  Association.  After  much  discussion  a  show  of  hands  was 
called  for.  The  vote  was  24  for  and  27  against  the  article  and  it  was 
defeated,  and  so  declared  by  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  10  —  On  motion  of  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded  by  Paul 
Perkins,  it  was  voted  to  allow  a  2  percent  discount  on  taxes  paid  in  full 
within  15  days  of  issue  of  the  tax  bills  by  the  Tax  Collector. 

ARTICLE  11  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Phillip  Bartlett  and  seconded 
by  Bertrice  Obert  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the 
improvement,  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Centre  Harbor  Memorial  Park 
Cemetery.  It  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  12  —  On  motion  of  Dr.  Carl  Marshall  and  seconded  by 
Mary  Macgregor  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $628.00 
for  support  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission. 

ARTICLE  13  —  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Bankosh  and  seconded 
by  Priscilla  Christopher  to  raise  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00  for  defraying 
expenses  of  commemorating  the  175th  Anniversary  of  the  Town's  Charter. 
It  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  14  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded 
by  Wilson  Earl  to  designate  the  following  Class-V  roads  as  "Scenic 
Roads":  Old  Meredith  Road  -  From  Main  Street  to  Meredith  Town  Line; 
Follett  Road  -  From  25  B  to  Meredith  Town  Line;  Centre  Harbor  Neck 
Road;  Waukewan  Road  -  From  Rt.  3  to  New  Hampton  Line.  After  some 
discussion  it  was  voted  to  designate  all  of  these  roads  as  "Scenic  Roads." 

ARTICLE  15  —  A  motion  was  made  by  John  Bankosh  and  seconded 
by  Marty  Le  Roy  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00  for  support  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Humane  Society.  It  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  16  —  On  motion  of  Louis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Rob  Roy 
Macgregor  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3000.00  to 
furnish  Ambulance  Service  to  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  17  —  On  motion  of  W.  Irving  Brown  and  seconded  by 
Harold  Darby  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  as  a 
contribution  to  the  Lakes  Region  General  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  18  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded 
by  Minnie  Nichols  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $3,000.00  to 
provide  a  replacement  boiler  for  the  Nichols  Memorial  Library.  It  was  so 
voted. 

ARTICLE  19  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Lyndol  Pocock  and  seconded 
by  Marty  Le  Roy  to  approve  an  ordinance  regulating  the  use  of  Town 
Beaches  and  Docks  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enact  and  enforce

such  ordinance  and  to  stipulate  appropriate  penalties  for  any  violations. 
After  much  discussion  this  article  was  approved  and  so  declared  by  the 
Moderator. 

ARTICLE  20  —  On  motion  of  Louis  Hanson  and  seconded  by  Ger- 
trude Martin  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  property 
acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed. 

ARTICLE  21  —  On  motion  of  John  Bankosh  and  seconded  by  Lyndol 
Pocock  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  Taxes. 

ARTICLE  22  —  On  motion  of  Mary  Macgregor  and  seconded  by 
Lyndol  Pocock  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  choose  and 
appoint  all  committees  relative  to  this  article. 

ARTICLE  23  —  A  motion  was  made  by  Daniel  Murphy  and  seconded 
by  Charles  Haines  to  discontinue  free  electricity  at  the  Town  Wharf.  After 
some  discussion  and  as  the  economy  of  the  Town  would  be  impaired  by 
this  action  it  was  voted  in  the  negative. 

At  this  time  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  Lyndol 
Pocock  asked  to  speak  and  he  read  the  following  tribute: 

"Speaking  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  may  I  publicly  acknowledge 
the  efforts  of  each  and  everyone  who  has  contributed  to  any  degree  toward 
Town  Management  and  to  those  who  have  served  on  various  committees 
and  boards  in  an  attempt  to  provide  additional  benefits  for  our  towns 
people. 

To  those  who  have  terminated  their  office  of  appointment,  our  thanks, 
many  times  over  for  your  contribution. 

To  those  who  are  continuing  in  one  manner  or  another,  also  our  thanks 
and  our  pledge  that  we  will  continue  to  work  with  you  to  make  Centre 
Harbor  the  place  we  want  it  to  be  without  compromising  or  limiting  the 
same  opportunities  for  those  who  will  live  here  in  years  to  come. 

I  was  asked  to  make  a  presentation  tonight  on  behalf  of  those  who  are 
unable  to  be  here.  I  am  very  proud  to  have  been  chosen  for  this  privilege. 

If  you  or  I  were  asked  to  name  a  family  which  is  and  has  been  involved 
and  dedicated  to  local  Town  affairs,  I  question  that  we  could  suggest  a 
more  deserving  candidate  for  this  honor  than  the  team  of  Carrie  and  Ray 
Kelley. 

As  you  are  aware,  Carrie  has  vacated  her  office  of  Town  Clerk  tonight. 
In  this  office  alone  Carrie  and  Ray  have  devoted  34  years.  There  are  many 
here  who  have  recollections  of  their  prior  involvement  in  Town  affairs, 
and  I  ask  you  and  all  others  to  rise  and  signify  our  appreciation  to  this 
wonderful  couple." 

Mr.  Pocock  then  presented  a  beautiful  plaque  and  a  sizable  check  to 
Carrie  who  was  most  grateful  for  the  honor  accorded  them. 

Another  Selectman  Mr.  Lewis  Hanson,  asked  to  speak  and  the 
following  tribute  was  paid  to  Mr.  Lyndol  Pocock  who  is  retiring  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

"A  few  words  about  our  departing  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. My  pleasure  to  serve  two  years  with  him,  John  has  served  one  year. 
Being  a  military  man  myself,  my  description  of  him  would  include  — 
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Complete  devotion  to  duty  —  Fairness  —  Ability  to  get  things  done  — 
Excellent  knowledge  of  his  job  and  many  other  good  attributes.  He  will  be 
missed  by  the  present  board  and  I  hope  that  in  a  year  or  two  when  his  own 
business  allows  that  he  will  be  able  to  serve  the  Town  on  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  again.  Thank  you." 

As  there  was  no  other  business  to  come  before  the  meeting  Mr.  Pocock 
moved  that  Article  1  be  reopened  for  10  minutes  for  anyone  who  cared  to 
vote  under  this  article.  The  Moderator  then  declared  the  voting  closed 
and  the  votes  counted. 

191  votes  were  cast  for  the  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,200.00  for  Parks  and  Playgrounds  including  Band  Concerts, 
Hiring  of  a  Life  Guard  at  the  Winnipesaukee  Town  Beach,  care  and 
maintenance  of  Wharf  and  Fountain,  Beach  Area,  and  Holiday 
Celebrations:  $3,700.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes  in  1973,  the  balance  of 
$1,500.00  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Assistance 
for  Class  V  Roads  and  if  so,  to  raise  the  sum  of  $302.66.  (The  State  will 
contribute  the  sum  of  $2,017.71  plus  previous  balance  $233.75  provided  this 
article  is  voted  in  the  affirmative).  Further  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,445.88  as  a  supplement  to  the  above 
project  for  a  total  of  $5,000.00  for  improvement  of  Bartlett  Hill  Road. 
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Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100.00  for  the  support  of  Child  and  Family  Services  of  New 
Hampshire.  (By  Request) 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $133.22  for  the  support  of  the  Lakes  Region  Association.  (By 
Request) 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $150.00  as  support  for  the  New  Hampshire  Humane  Society.  (By 
Request) 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  as  a  contribution  to  support  the  Lakes  Region  General 
Hospital.  (By  Request) 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  ambulance  service  to  the  Town. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  operation  of  the  Library:  $500.00  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  in  1973,  the  balance  of  $1,000.00  to  be  paid  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Trust  Fund. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of  2  per- 
cent on  taxes  paid  in  full  within  15  days  of  issue  of  the  tax  bills  by  the 
Collector. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $3,827.00  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  full  time  police 
officer.  (Belknap College  will  contribute  the  sum  of  $4,073.00  provided  this 
article  is  voted  in  the  affirmative) 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  lease  the  Town  House  to  the  Disabled  American  Veterans  for  a  period  of 
five  (5)  years  for  the  sum  of  $1.00  per  year.  The  Disabled  American 
Veterans  will  assume  all  costs  incurred  during  this  period. 

Article  17.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit 
Moultonboro  residents.  Property  owners  and  their  guests  to  use  the  beach 
facilities  of  the  Town  of  Centre  Harbor  in  exchange  for  the  continued 
reciprocal  right  of  residents  and  property  owners  of  the  Town  of  Centre 
Harbor  and  their  guests  to  use  the  beach  facilities  of  Moultonboro,  said 
grant  or  permission  to  utilize  the  beaches  of  Centre  Harbor  to  be  con- 
tingent upon  the  continued  future  right  to  use  Moultonboro  beach 
facilities. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  post  the  beaches  of  the 
Town  of  Centre  Harbor  as  follows: 

A.    In  the  event  the  preceding  paragraph  ( 1 )  is  adopted : 

This  Beach  is  the  Property  of  the  Town  of  Centre  Harbor  and  is  for 
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the  use  and  enjoyment  of  Centre  Harbor  and  Moultonboro 
residents,  property  owners  and  their  guests. 

B.    In  the  event  the  preceding  paragraph  ( 1 )  is  not  adopted : 
This  beach  is  the  property  of  the  Town  of  Centre  Harbor  and  is  for 
the  use  and  enjoyment  of  Centre  Harbor  residents,  property  owners 
and  their  guests. 

Article  19.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  paragraph 
A.  of  the  Town  Ordinance  on  Docks  passed  on  vote  of  the  Town  on  March 
12. 1963,  by: 

a)  deleting  the  words  "excepting,  however  that  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  stationing  of  boats  at  said  dock 
between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  6:00  a.m." 

b)  replacing  these  words  with  "In  addition,  there  shall  be  a  four 
(4)  hour  limit  on  the  docking,  mooring,  or  tieing  up  of  boats  at  any 
Town  wharf  or  dock  facihty  from  6:00  a.m.  to  midnight,  and  there 
shall  be  no  docking,  mooring  or  tieing  up  of  boats  at  any  Town 
wharf  or  dock  facility  from  12  midnight  to  6:00  a.m."  so  that  the 
ordinance  shall  now  read : 

"No  person  shall  use  the  Town  Beach  for  any  purpose  between  the 
hours  of  twelve  (12)  midnight  and  six  (6)  a.m.  of  each  day  during  the 
period  May  1  to  October  15  of  each  year,  nor  shall  any  person  swim  off  the 
dock  on  said  Town  Beach  at  any  time,  nor  shall  any  person  deposit  cans, 
bottles  or  other  rubbish  in  the  water  or  on  the  premises  except  into 
receptacles  provided  for  that  purpose.  In  addition,  there  shall  be  a  four  (4) 
hour  hmit  on  the  docking,  mooring  or  tieing  up  of  boats  at  any  Town  wharf 
or  dock  facility  from  6:00  a.m.  to  12  midnight,  and  there  shall  be  no 
docking,  mooring,  or  tieing  up  of  boats  at  any  Town  wharf  or  dock  facility 
from  12  midnight  to  six  (6)  a.m.

A  section  was  cleared  and  graded  along  the  stone  wall  on  the  Nor- 
theasterly side  of  the  cemetery  and  19  lots  laid  out  on  a  new  plan.  Also 
shrubbery  was  purchased  and  planted  in  five  beds  about  the  Cemetery. 
The  split  rail  fence  has  been  installed  thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  Col. 
Hanson  and  his  post  hole  digger.  We  also  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Woodworth  for 
replacing  about  15  of  the  young  hemlocks  which  died  during  the  year.  All 
the  graves  sold  have  been  marked  with  aluminum  corner  markers. 

Mr.  Charles  Haines  was  appointed  Superintendent  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  over  estimated  the  cost  of  laying  out  the  new  section  of 
graves,  the  cost  of  mowing  the  grass,  and  did  not  spend  all  the  money 
allotted  for  shrubbery.  Therefore,  the  Board  feels  the  surplus  is  sufficient 
to  run  the  cemetery  for  the  year  1973. 

The  Boaad  has  heard  several  comments  concerning  the  "no 
trespassing"  sign  at  the  entrance  to  the  Cemetery  road.  This  was  put  up 
for  those  who  were  using  the  Cemetery  for  a  race  track  and  other  uses 
than  for  which  the  Cemetery  was  intended.  The  Cemetery  is  for  the 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Centre  Harbor  and  they  are  welcome  to  visit  the 
Cemetery  for  the  usual  purposes.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


Town  of  Centre  Harbor 


The  Planning  Board  held  23  regular  meetings  during  1972.  Public 
Hearings  were  held  by  the  Board  on  January  21st  and  February  11th  for 
the  purpose  of  presenting  for  the  review  by  all  interested  parties  an 
amendment  to  the  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance  and  a  Zoning  Map.  Numerous 
other  meetings  pertaining  to  planning  were  also  attended  by  Board 
members  in  nearby  communities  and  in  Concord. 

Early  in  1972  the  Planning  Board  completed  work  on  an  extensive 
amendment  to  the  town's  Zoning  Ordinance  and  on  a  Zoning  Map.  The 
discussion  at  the  hearings  was  lively  and  all  recommendations  or  changes 
suggested  by  those  in  attendance  were  incorporated  in  the  amendment  or 
on  the  map.  At  Town  Meeting,  March  7th,  the  amendment  was  passed  and 
the  zoning  map  adopted.  The  balloting  was  98  in  favor  and  29  opposed. 

Also  authorized  by  vote  at  Town  Meeting  was  an  article  designating 
four  Class  V  town  roads  as  "Scenic  Roads."  These  were  Old  Meredith 
Road,  Follett  Road,  Centre  Harbor  Neck  Road  and  Waukewan  Road.  This 
Article  had  been  worked  out  and  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board. 

The  major  part  of  the  remaining  meetings  were  devoted  to  con- 
sideration of  subdivision  applications.  Twelve  applications  for  subdivision 
were  received,  nine  of  which  were  approved  with  only  minor  changes 
recommended  by  the  Board.  One  application  was  dropped  because  per- 
colation tests  revealed  unsuitable  soil  conditions  for  the  proposed  septic 
tank  method  of  sewerage  disposal.  Two  applications  were  tabled  pending 
submission  of  suitable  plats  or  surveys. 

Membership  of  the  Planning  Board  changed  somewhat  during  the 
year.  Mr.  Wilson  Earl  replaced  Col.  Lewis  C.  Hanson  as  selectman 
member  creating  a  vacancy  that  was  filled  by  Mr.  Robert  Beem.  Mr. 
Beem  then  followed  Mr.  Earl  as  selectman  member  when  Mr.  Earl 
resigned  as  selectman,  again  creating  a  vacancy  which  was  then  filled  by 
Mr.  Leigh  Ulm.  In  May  Professor  Carl  R.  Marshall  was  elected  Chairman 
to  replace  Mr.  Rob  Roy  Macgregor  who  had  served  the  Board  diligently  in 
that  position  for  many  years.  Mr.  Macgregor  continued  as  a  member  of 
the  Board. 

Although  substantial  progress  was  made  in  1972,  the  implementation 
of  the  subdivision  and  zoning  regulations  have  disclosed  some  areas  which 
would  benefit  from  further  clarification  or  revision.  This  is  especially  true 
regarding  application  procedures  and  the  requirements  dealing  with  the 
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submission  of  surveys.  There  is  at  the  present  time  no  plan  for  the  orderly 
development  of  backland  close  to  lakes  and  ponds  though  the  pressure  of 
land  values  is  rapidly  raising  the  issue.  And  finally,  the  continuing 
enactment  of  various  state  statutes  requires  continuing  review  of  affected 
town  regulations. 

Other  problems  concerning  the  Planning  Board  as  well  as  all  citizens 
of  Centre  Harbor  remaining  from  previous  years  are :  recreation  and  open 
space  planning  for  the  town,  an  on-going  beautification  plan  and  a  capital 
improvement  program  to  deal  with  the  funding  of  road  improvements  and 
other  town  services  such  as  the  dump. 

The  Planning  Board  generally  meets  on  alternate  Sunday  evenings 
and  all  residents  are  cordially  invited  to  attend  and  participate.

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Report  of  the 
Center  Harbor  Fire  Department 


During  1972  your  Fire  Department  answered  forty  six  calls  for 
assistance.  Thirty-five  of  these  were  fire  calls  and  the  remainder  rescue  or 
service  calls.  These  calls  involved  approximately  462  man  hours.  Our 
training  program  has  had  in  excess  of  1,170  man  hours  devoted  to  it.  Ad- 
ditionally, the  firemen  have  spent  many  hours  in  testing  and  maintaining 
the  equipment. 

Our  new  truck,  which  was  ordered  last  year,  arrived  and  was  placed 
in  service  in  early  April.  This  is  a  great  addition  to  our  fire  suppression 
capability.  The  unit,  built  by  Farrar  Company  of  Woodville, 
Massachusetts,  has  a  1,000  gallon  per  minute  pump  and  a  1,000  gallon  tank 
mounted  on  an  International  2010  A  chassis. 

Our  red  network  telephones  were  discontinued  in  July.  These  had  been 
kept  in  operation  in  addition  to  the  new  'Central  Dispatch  Center'  for  a 
year.  Before  discontinuing  this  system,  firemen  visited  every  building  in 
town  giving  out  phone  stickers  with  the  new  emergency  number. 

We  have  been  a  member  of  the  Lakes  Region  Mutual  Fire  Aid 
Association  since  its  formation  in  1951.  Its  function  is  to  promote 
cooperation  among  its  member  fire  departments  and  render  assistance  in 
all  areas  of  fire  fighting.  It  is  simply  give  and  take,  or  neighbor  helping 
neighbor,  whenever  the  need  arises.  Few  people  not  involved  directly  with 
it,  understand  its  operation,  organization,  or  value.  We  have  called  on  its 
services  from  time  to  time,  and  have,  when  called  on,  tried  to  fulfill  our 
obligation  to  others.  Last  year  we  reported  the  start  of  operation  of  the 
Central  Dispatch  Center.  Its  value  was  recognized  by  the  insurance  rating 
agency  to  the  extent  that  they  gave  rate  reductions  to  many  property 
owners  in  all  of  the  member  towns. 

On  November  9,  1972,  at  3:17  A.M.,  we  were  alerted  for  a  fire  at  the 
Harper  House  dormitory.  In  the  next  few  minutes  we  reaped  the  benefits 
from  all  of  the  time,  effort  and  planning  which  had  been  put  into  building 
this  organization  and  the  new  Central  Dispatch  Center.  In  less  than  three 
minutes  from  our  initial  alerting,  we  had  eight  of  our  neighboring  towns 
alerted  and  dispatched  as  well.  In  less  than  thirty  minutes  they  were  all  on 
the  scene  and  in  operation.  With  the  extremely  high  wind  which  was 
blowing  that  night,  creating  a  threat  to  at  least  one  additional  building,  we 
cannot  over  emphasize  the  service  we  received  from  our  Mutual  Aid 
neighbors. 

The  emergency  number  is  524-1545.  If  you  need  fire  or  rescue  equip- 
ment, or  think  you  may  need  it,  don't  hesitate  to  call  us. 

Fire  prevention  is  by  far  the  most  effective  method  of  combating  fire. 
Prevention  is  everybody's  business.  Most  fires  are  not,  'an  act  of  God,' 
rather  they  are  caused  by  man.  Therefore,  they  can  be  prevented  by  man.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  District  Chief 


Lest  We  Forget  -  It  Can  Happen  Here 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State-town 
program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director, 
Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommendation  of  the  Select- 
men and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire 
suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares  equally  with  the 
town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except  illegal  and  careless  fires, 
which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State  further  provides  fire 
detection  services,  prevention  programs.  Fire  training  for  town  wardens 
and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls  all 
outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person 
wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must 
obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No 
permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is 
raining,  except  commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fires,  remember  it  can  be  an  extremely 
useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a 
disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

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Report  of  Town  Historian 

Centre  Harbor 

Incorporated  Dec.  7,  1797 

In  1972  Centre  Harbor  looked  back  on  a  colorful  175  Years. 

Several  veterans  of  the  Revolutionary  and  Civil  Wars  were  laid  to  rest 
in  Centre  Harbor.  A  host  of  other  patriots  of  the  struggle  for  Independence 
like-wise  came  from  Centre  Harbor.  And  soldiers  of  varying  ranks  in  all 
the  Nation's  wars  that  have  taken  place  since,  have  called  this  small  town 
"home." 

Over  200  years  ago  Colonel  Joseph  Senter  secured  land  in  this  section 
for  services  rendered  in  the  French  and  Indian  wars.  Moses  Senter,  his 
brother,  later  received  grants  and  came  with  his  family  from  Lon- 
donderry in  1763. 

1972  also  marked  the  135th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  Quaker  Poet, 
John  Greenleaf  Whittier,  who  spent  portions  of  more  than  fifty  summers 
with  friends  at  various  places  in  Centre  Harbor.  It  is  with  little  doubt  that 
Mr.  Whittier  received  many  inspirations  for  his  poems,  as  he  spent  hours 
sitting  beneath  the  "Whittier  Pine"  writing  and  visiting  with  friends. 

"The  Wood  Giant,"  written  by  Mr.  Whittier,  truly  describes  this  tree 
which  stood  for  many  years  on  the  Sturtevant  Farm,  on  Route  25B.  This 
property  was  later  known  as  Camp  Cardinal  Newman.  The  huge  tree  was 
struck  by  lightning  in  June,  1950.  Attempts  to  save  it  were  fruitless,  and  it 
was  cut  down.  Recent  visits  reveal  that  a  small  pine  tree  about  one  and 
one-half  feet  tall  is  now  growing  steadily  from  the  heart  of  the  stump.  Mr. 
Whittier's  presence  in  the  area  and  his  many  poems  of  local  interest 
leaves  an  historical  legend  in  the  town  of  Centre  Harbor. 

The  road  from  Ossipee  to  Meredith  was  also  named  for  Mr.  Whittier. 

Another  famous  tree  in  the  Town's  early  history  was  known  as  the 
"Pilot  Tree,"  which  stood  on  the  crest  of  a  high  ridge  called  Garnet  Hill  to 
the  west  of  Old  Meredith  Road  leading  up  to  Sunset  Hill  from  the  village. 
Often  referred  to  as  "The  King's  Pine"  or  "Old  King  Saul,"  after  the  King 
who  according  to  the  Bible  "stood  head  and  shoulders"  above  his 
brethren.  It  had  been  known  as  the  "Pilot  Tree"  because  its  great  height 
made  it  a  guide  for  the  boatmen  of  Lake  Winnipesaukee.  This  tree  having 
been  struck  by  Ughtning  several  times,  decayed  and  was  taken  down  in 
1939,  when  the  late  Ernest  B.  Dane  built  his  new  home.  Much  of  the 
beautiful  paneling  in  this  building  was  made  from  this  "King's  Pine," 
which  was  on  the  Dane  Estate.  This  building  is  now  LaSalette  Seminary. 
Many  of  these  New  Hampshire  pines  provided  masts  for  English  ships. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-two  years  ago  the  Town  Pound  was 
estabUshed  on  Route  25B.  During  recent  years  this  Pound  was  restored  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Dane,  another  one  of  their  many  contributions  to  the 
Town. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  years  ago  the  first  intercollegiate 
sporting  contest  of  any  kind  to  be  held  in  America  —  the  crew  race  bet- 
ween Harvard  and  Yale  took  place  at  Centre  Harbor  on  Lake  Win- 
nipesaukee, in  1852. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  years  ago  the  Centre  Harbor 
Congregational  Church  was  dedicated  during  the  winter  of  1838.  Another 
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notable  instance  was  the  dedication  of  the  beautiful  Drinking  Fountain  in 
the  Square  75  years  ago  on  Seotember  30.  1907,  a  gift  from  one  of  the 
summer  residents,  Herbert  A.  Dumaresq  of  Boston,  whose  "Kona  Farm" 

was  one  of  the  magnificent  estates  in  the  Lake  country.  Three  years  later 
in  1910  our  beautiful  Nichols  Memorial  Library  wa?  deeded  to  the  Town  by 
James  E.  Nichols. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  a  very  rare  Granite  State  View, 
published  by  Currier  and  Ives  is  entitled  "Lake  Winnipeseogee,  Centre 
Harbor." 

The  old  Stage  Coaches,  Mills,  Blacksmith  and  Cooper  Shops,  one-room 
Schoolhouses  and  the  Golden  Era  of  Hotels  are  but  a  memory.  Time  has 
brought  many  changes,  but  truly  Centre  Harbor  is  as  popular  as  in  years 
gone-by.  A  fine  testimonial  is  the  restoring  of  old  homes,  and  the  building 
of  new  ones,  new  business  establishments,  increasing  tourism,  splendid 
accommodations  in  Town  and  surrounding  areas  and  the  increased  Lakes 
attractions.  Centre  Harbor  is  the  home  of  Belknap  College  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Music  Festival. 

As  a  result  of  a  contest,  sponsored  by  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds 
Commission,  a  Town  Flag  was  dedicated  on  July  4, 1972. 

Following  the  annual  Firemen's  Clam  Bake  last  August,  an  Historical 
Pageant,  was  presented  by  the  Centre  Harbor  Historical  Society  on  the 
shore  of  Lake  Winnipesaukee ;  honoring  the  175th  anniversary  of  the 
Town's  Incorporation. 

The  early  Town  history  was  read  in  part.  There  was  evidence  of  In- 
dians in  the  area  during  these  early  days.  A  group  of  Indians  in  gay  attire 
watched  at  a  distance  as  the  arrival  of  the  first  white  men  was  reenacted. 
W.  Irving  Brown  was  their  Chief.  John  Senter  of  Nashua,  a  descendent  of 
the  Town's  earhest  families,  arrived  by  canoe,  accompanied  by  Rob  Roy 
Macgregor,  representing  the  Town  Planning  Board.  These  men  were 
dressed  in  clothes  of  the  period  including  suede  jackets,  raccoon  hats  and 
carried  antique  muskets. 

A  poem  entitled  "Centre  Harbor"  was  read  and  believed  to  have  been 
written  by  the  late  Delia  Kelley.  Prizes  in  the  Beard  and  Mustache 
Contest  were  awarded;  and  a  group  of  fifty  girls  from  Camp  Asquam 
presented  vocal  selections.  The  officers  of  the  Centre  Harbor  Historical 
Society  were  also  dressed  in  clothes  of  the  early  days. 

Those  taking  part  represented  the  New  Hampshire  Music  Festival, 
LaSalette  Seminary,  Garnet  Hill  Grange,  Kanasatka  Council,  Degree  of 
Pocahontas  and  the  Centre  Harbor  Woman's  Club. 

The  response  was  greatly  appreciated  and  sincere  appreciation  is 
extended  to  all  who  contributed  in  various  ways  to  make  the  celebration  a 
success. 

The  sum  of  $200  was  allocated  at  last  Town  Meeting  for  this  occasion ; 
with  the  thought  that  an  Historical  Booklet  might  be  published.  Historical 
articles  were  printed  each  week  during  the  summer  months,  courtesy  of 
the  Meredith  News,  and  there  was  no  expenditure  of  Town  funds. 

Meetings  of  the  Centre  Harbor  Historical  Society  are  held  on  the 
fourth  Tuesday,  January,  April,  July  and  October  at  8  p.m.  in  the  Gary  H. 
Mead  Room  at  the  Municipal  Building.  These  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public  and  everyone  is  welcome  to  attend.
